THRICE DIVORCED. 


Curious History of Edward Stern, 
Russian Imperial Vice- 
Consul. os 


A Man who Married Three Times and Made 
Several Fortunes--The Hero of Several Sen- 
sational Suits Dies in New York, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, January 2.—The death of Ed- 
ward Stern, RussianjIinperial Nice-Consul to 
New York, in his apartments in the Hoff- 
man House, terminates a career strange and 
eventful enough to form the basis of ro- 
mance. He had been three times married, 
and as often divorced or separated from his 


wives, and his quarrels and lawsuits with- 


them were the sensations of the time in New 
York and Paris. He was a daring and suc- 
cessful speculator and his estate amounted, 
it is said, at one time to more than $4,000,000, 
and in the course of his checkered career he 
made and lost several fortunes. His birth 
and early life are more or less shrouded in 
mystery. He is said to have been born in 
one of the Baltic provinces in 1824, where in 
his youth he was first a schoolmaster 
and afterwards a tax collector. " He 
resigned this latter occupation in -conse- 
quence of a disagreeable incidentin connec- 
tion with his duties, and left his native coun- 
try for England. Here he engaged in stock 
speculation and married an English woman, 
from whom he was soon afterward divorced. 
Twice he accumulated moderate fortunes and 
twice he was reduced toa penny when he 
came to America. In this country he made 
a large amount of money duringthe war as 
an army contractor and again changed his 
residence to France, where he won the hand 
and affections of a wealthy lady, Mlle. 
Avieral, with whom he had difficulties sub- 
sequently which resulted in 
ASCANDALOUS SUIT 

for nullity of marriage, just previous to the 
Franco-German war. Before the suit was 
decided his wife died. The 
judgment , which was given after his 
wife’s death, established the validity of the 
marriage, but annulied all the stipulations of 
the marital contract. In 1876 Mr. Stern re- 
turned to the United States. A year later he 
married a daughter of Mr. Jules A. Druilhet, 
of this city. who was ignorant of Stern’s pre- 
vious associations and character. With his 
third wife he returned to Paris, where four 
children were born to them, two of whom 
died soon after birth. Mr. and Mrs. Stern’s 
marital relations were unpleasant, and in 
May, 1881, an open rupture occurred between 
them. The discord reached a climax ina 
theatrical way. Onedayin the presence of 
Mr. Stern, at dinner, Mrs. Stern reprimana- 
ed a servant, who, made bold by his master’s 
disregard for his wife, called her a liar. 
She called upon her husband for protection 
but he refused to notice the insult. Upon 
this Mrs. Stern left the table and went to her 
room, where she packed up a few necessary 
articles of her personal property, and, taking 


one child by the hand and giving ree other i

The case was decided against him, 
and the Judge, in summing up, condemned 
Stern’s course in strong language.- He was 
sentenced to pay 6,000f. and 4,000f. muntluy 
for eighteen months during ber divorce suit 
in America and to leave his wife the guard- 
ianship of their children. 
THE TESTIMONY TAKEN 

during the suit showed that Stern was called 
Edward Moses by his parents when he was 
presented in the synagogte; that he subse- 

uently joined the Lutieran communion un- 

er the name of Otto, aud alterwards prefixed 
a “de’”’ in England. 

The sawe month the Paris suit was de- 
cided Stern brovght a suit for limited divorce 
from his wife before Judge Donohue in the 
Supreme Court of this city, on the ground 
that she had abandoned him with their 
children in Paris. Mrs. Stern brought a suit 
for absolute divorce, and the details of the 
case created a sensation in New York which 
is not yet forgotten. Mrs, Stern lived with 
her father, Mr. Druilhet, in Madison avenue, 
while this suit was pending, and Mr. Stern 
was not ut al! chuice in the lauguage he fre- 
quently and freely used in regard to his wife 
and her parents. ‘The ill-feeling between 
Mr. Druilhet and his son-in-iaw finaliy 


‘culminated in a personal encounter between 


the two gentlemen, in front of the 
Hoffman House last February, before a num- 
ber of spectators. Mr. Stern was seen to en- 
ter his carriage one morning when Mr. 
Druilhet came up, tapped on the wiudow, 
and peckoned him to alight. He stepped 
from the carriage and after a few words of

Druilhet admitted the assault, but said 
it was the result of grievous insult 
and calumny on tie rt of Mr. Stern, 
Mr. Stern charged that his wife’s parents 
were the main authors of his domestic diffi- 
culties, and his wife was permitted to asso- 
ciate’ with a woman whom Mr. Druilihet had 
»sreviously denounced as an improper person, 
he charge of assault. was not sustained 
against Mr. Druilhetand he was discharged.

AN ART GALLERY. 


A Lady’s Collection of Paintings De 
stroyed by the Fire Fiend, 
Spectai to the Post-Dispaten. 

New York, January 2.—A fire swept 
through the art gallery of Miss Sallie J. Gib- 
bons, on the ground floor of No. 1160 Broad- 
way, and in less than a quarter of an hour 
destroyed or damaged the entire collection, 
which was valued at from $45,000 to $55,000. 
Miss Gibbons, who was the originator of the 
Art Festival at the Academy of Music last 
November, lived in her art gallery. 
In addition to her _ pictures, which 
were nearly all exhibited at the Academy,

She had in the place a large wardrobe, some 


very vaiuable etchings, tapestry, bric-a-brac, 
and old furniture. Miss Gibbons received in 
the gallery yesterday, and a beautiful table 
was set by her caterer, Carl Bergman. The 
lady was attired in pink damask silk witha 
court train and wore valuable jewelry. She 
was assisted in receiving her callers by Mrs. 
G. M. Tracey. At 11 o’clock Mrs. Tracey 
had gone home. Miss Gibbons, who expect- 
ed some late callers, § was alone 


with two servants’ sent by 
caterer. Hearing that it was snowing 
Miss Gibbons went to the front 
door and stood looking at the snow and the 
assers by. Oneof the servants stood near 
her; the other came to them with the alarm- 
ing intelligence that a wooden partition in 
the gallery was on fire near the foot of the 
staircase which is used by the inmates of the 
house. The news unnerved Miss Gibbons 
for a few moments and she wag unable to at- 
tempt to save any of her treasures or to give 
any directions to the servants. After a 
policeman, who had _ sent out an 
alarm arrived, Miss Gibbons attempted 
to enter the gallery, which was 
ablaze, and said she would rather perish than 
see her paintings destroyed. ‘The policeman 
had to use force to keep her out of theplace, 
but she made another attempt and still an- 
other to get past him, and was at last taken 
to the Leland House. The fire seized on the 
partition, the tapestry and the furniture, 
creating heat that blistered such pictures as 
were not destroyed by the fire. The firemen 
had the fire out ten minutes after they ar- 
rived, and it did not extend 
beyond the _ gallery. Miss Gibbons 
said that her loss would be about 
$35,000, and she is insured for about $15,000. 
She could:not remember about her pictures, 
and declared that she was crazed and ruined 
by her misfortune. Her catalogue and mem- 
oranda relating to her gallery were burned 
in her desk. Her wardrobe was destroyed 
with most of the art objects and a piano, 
There were abcut 60 paintings in the gallery 
worth from $50 to $1,000 each. A few were 
loaned her for exhibition. Ferrando’s

At noon to-day the grand jury for the Jan- 
uary term of the Criminal] Court was selected 
and is composed of the following gentlemen: 
H. M. Blossom, foreman; Byron Newell, 


yer, Oscar L. Whitelaw, Wm. C. Lange, Wm. 
C. Wilson, John S. Cavender, Chas, R, Lewis, 
J. F. Brooks and Joseph Franklin. Judge 
Van Wagoner delivered written 
instructions on several important points. 
The court first asked the grand jury to act 
upon jail cases before taking up other mat- 
ters. “The justice of this,” the court said, 
“is apparent; for some of those persons so 
confined or bounden to the court may be in- 


cent of the~- charge alleged against 
them, and they are entitled, whether inno- 
nocent or guilty, to a speedy hearing, 
in order to determine their innocence or guilt, 
In the presentation of indictments to the 
court you will be careful to have them con- 
form, as far as itis possible so to do; to the 
facts in each case. By being careful in this 
you can save a large amount of money to the 
State and secure a more efficient enforcement 
of the laws. 

‘You will carefully inspect all of the 
public eleemosynary institutions of this city 
and report thereon to the court, making sueh 
recommendations as you may deem the facts 
warrant. 

_ YOU ARE SPECIALLY INSTRUCTED 
to investigate and report upon the quantity 
and quality of the food provided for the 
prisoners in the ecity jail; also as to their 
treatment, whether itis humane or not. Re- 
ports have been presented to the United 
States Court in this city by prisoners con- 
fined therein relative to this subject, which 
reports may be founded wpan 
pique and general depravity, ut 
be that as_ it may, the subject 
is of sufficient importance to direct your 
attention thereto.”’ 

The court next directed their attention to 
the provisions of the statutes relating to 
county (now city) officers and the settlement 
of such officers with such county (now city) 
for the preceding fiscal year; dramshops; 
forbidding judges, clerks or deputy clerks, 
or circuit or assistant circuit attorneys or 
prosecuting or assistant prosecuting 
attorneys from acting as attorney in any 
court of this State, orin any court in which 
they shall be specially employed, and also 
forbidding the business partners of any such 
judge, etc.. to practice law in any such court 
where such officers are employed and paid by 
the State or city, under any pretense what- 
ever; the disclosure of matters transpiring 
before the grand jury. In relation to 
the latter instruction, the Court said: 

“The law requires you to testify in court 
whether the statement of a witness under 
oath before the grand jury varied from or is 
the same as the evidence before the court of 
the same witness upon the same subject; 
and you may also be required to testify as to 
the testimony of any witness before the grand 
jury if such witness is charged with perjury 
or on trial for such offense. You can- 
not testify or declare in what 
manner any individual mem ber 
of your body voted on any question before 
you, or what opinion was expressed by any 
member relative toany such question. No 
grand juror shall disclose any evidence given 
before the grand jury, nor the name of any 
witness who may have appeared before you, 
except when lawiully required to testify as a 
witness in relation thereto, nor shall you 
disclose the fact of any indictment having 
been found against any person for a 
felony notin actual confinement until the 
defendant shall have been arrested thereon, 
Any grand juror viclating the latter provis- 
ion shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and may be proceeded against by the body 
of which he isa member, or by any subse- 
quent grand jury within one year, or by in- 
formation fil: d in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection. If any grand juror 
knews of the commission o1 an indictabie 
offense or any material fact touching the 
same, he must declare such fact to his fel- 
lows and be sworn asa witness upon the in- 
vestigation before them. 

YOUR PROCEEDINGS, 

as you are aware, are strictly ex parte. The 
meaning of this is that you are onlv to 
hear evidence against the accused.

The barbers of the city are stil] much ex- 
cited over the fast shaving controversy, and 
the much-talked-of match for $1,000 a side 
between Hoeffner, an Olive street bar- 
ber, and Adolph Kleintopf, who keeps 
a shop on North Fifth street, 
Several days ago Hoeffner issued a challenge 
to shave any barber in St. Louis a match for 
any sum up to $1,000, man and money to be 
ready at his place of business on Olive street, 
Kleintopf immediately accepted, and the re- 
sult seemed likely to be a contest, but noth- 
ing has come of it yet. Each of the men is 
waiting for the other to come to him, 


each of the men understanding that the 
rules require that the other should call upon 
him. A Post-lIsPATG@H reporter called at 
HOEFFNER’S PLACE 
on Olive street this morning and found him 
eager for the fray. 
“Have you made that match yet?” 

I is- 
sued the challenge. e ought to come to 
me. ; 
“Did you see that Kleintopf shaved a man 
the other day in three minutes and seven 
seconds ?’’ 
“Yes, and I don’t believe it. I don’t like 
tocall aman a liar, you know, but Kiein- 
topf can’t do it, and I'l! bet on it.” 
Ri want to m ke this match, don’t 
you 
“Of course Ido. I’ve got my money sew | 
all the time. Here’s a check for $1,000 whic 
is waiting for Mr. Kleintopt’s visit. Let him 
come. Hesays l’il have see ny friends 
before | can see about this thing. Weil, 
lil have the money any tiue he cails here, 
ane won't have to go far out of the shop to 
get it. 
‘Is Kleintopf a fast shaver?’ 
“No. There is another man in this shop 
that isa fastas Kleintopf, and he’ll tell you 
that I can beat him.” 
The man was called up and substantiated 
the statement. 
“Yes,” said Hoeffner, “I’ve shaved several 
of these matches and won ’em all, you bet. 
t woul like to get a chance at the $1,000 of 
Kleintopf’s. lt would do to travel on next 
sumer, and 1 know ali about what Klein- 
topf can do. I’ve shaved his customers 
Otten. He ain’t the only man who has 
shaved Myer Rosenblatt.” 
‘There goes a man,”’ said Hoeffner, point- 
ing to the winduw, “Capt. Ure. He’ll back 
= for any amount of money that is reason- 
able. 
“You are wae then, at any time?’’ 
“Yes, and if he means business we can 
settle this thing in three days from _ to-day. 
lf he wants to make other money I’ll make 
him another proposition, "ll shave 
him for an hour for $200, speed, 
style and execution to be considered. 
I’m going to Chicago ina week to shave a 
match there with the fast barber of the 
Palmer House for $200 a side. If Kleintopf 
wants to meet me any time before that or 
after it, I’m his man, and I’ve got the money. 
Here comes amannow. I’jl bet I'll shave 
this man in four minutes and turn 
him out of the chair _ all right. 
He’s got a heavy bread, wo, and hard hair 
to comb. I’m not altogether right to-day, 
because yesterday was New Year's, but 1’|l 
fix ny razor, make my lather and turn the 
man out of the chair all right in four min- 
utes. You watch if I don’t.” 
THE CUSTOMER, 
with a thick stubbly beard, took his seat. 
Hoeffner did not appear to rush atall, and 
seemed to be in no hurry. In a trifle over 
three minutes the man had been shaved twice 
over and looked as clean asa pin. His hair 
was hard tocomb, he being bald and need- 
ing a particular arrangement; but- in a few 
seconds less than four minutes the job was 
over.

“] say there are a dozen barbers 
in St. Louis that can shave 
as fast or faster than he can. 
I shaved one of the Post-DISPATCH report- 
ers in three minutes and sever seconds the 
other day. I did not know he was a reporter, 
either, until 1 got through with him, No, 
that man does not want to niake a match. 
I’m ready any time.’ 
“Did you know that he was going to Chi- 
cago to shave a match with the barber of the 
Paimer House ?” 
‘Well, if he does he will get beaten. I 
know that Chicago man, and he’ll beat this 
Hoeffner.”’ 
lt was no use to endeavor to convince 
Kleintopf that, as the party accepting the 
challenge, he should go to the chalienger, 
who had given his name and address. He 
could not see it that way. 
A barber Named Goings, whoisin the shop 
at the Southern Hotel, wants to getupa 
combination for a shaving match. ie says 
that he can pick out five barbers that will 
beat any other five knights of the razor that 
can be gotten together for a reasonable sum, 
and that anvbody who wants a mateh like 
that can be accommodated whenever he 
wants to call around. | 
“Mike,” the tast barber at the St. James 
Hotel, says that he doesn’t believe in this 
lightning work, but thinks a@ man can be 
turned out of a chairall right in three minutes, 
‘*Mike” thinks that would be impossible if 
the man hada strong, stubby beard which 
had grown for a day or two, 
“Il can turn any ordinary man out of a 
chair in Grst-ciass shape in four minutes, 
and that is about as good as the best of them 
can do. I don’t see the use of extra speed to 
gain asecond or two. Customers, accord- 
ing tomy understanding, like work done 
carelully, thoroughly aad cleanly, and they 
do not mind a few secouds if they get this.

THE PENNSYLVANIA DUTCH. 
A Class of Natives who Speak a Differ- 


ent Language. 

Dauphin Co. (Pa.) Cor. of the Buffalo Courier. 

In this great America of ours and in the 
very heart of its oldest and highest civitiza- 
tion, there are whole communities whose 
present inhabitants, as well as their ances- 


they now reside, and yet are almost entire 
strangers to the English language, hundreds 
and even thousands of them not being able 
to speak or understand a word of it. Take 
the counties of York, Lancaster, Lehigh, 
Berks, the northern half of Bucks, and the 
southern half of Daunhin, besides several 
other counties in the State. and four-fifths of 
the people will be found to entirely ignore 
the English language ainong themselves, and 
in many communities the English-speaking 
traveler will scarcely be able to find any one 
to whom he can make himself understood, 
certainly no women. 

These people are what are known as Penn- 
svivania Dutch. They have no written lan- 
guage, their speech being simply a dialect, 
the only analogy of which with anything 
else of human antecedents lies in the fact 
that an occasional English, German, French, 
or Spanish word bas been sandwiched with 
strange discordance iato it. A great num- 
ber of the people are bitterly opposed to 
their children’s learning to speak. English, 
and if altowed to go to school atallitis toa 
yrivate one with a Dutch teacher, and even 
at the publie sehools, where, of course, 
English is taught, the children relapse into 
their native jargon upon the play ground, as 
was observed by the writer while passing a 
country school-house only a tew days ago. 
In fact, in passing through this entire section
